Indianapolis, Oct. 26 (AP).—There 
is little, if any. scientific evidence, 
as yet, th a t the m aximum span of 
hum an life can be m aterially in ­ 
creased, declared Dr. 
Lewellys F. 
Barker, professor em eritus of m edi­ 
cine of Johns Hopkins university, 
in a lecture here Tuesday night be­ 
fore the assembly of the Interstate 
Post-G raduate Medical Association 
of North America. 
Although the average duration of 
hum an life h as been steadily in ­ 
creasing during recent years (from 
35 in 1880 to 55 in 1920), Doctor 
Baker said it was the life expecta­ 
tion of children a t b irth and of peo­ 
ple in the earlier decades of life 
th a t had m arkedly increased. 
Stresses Inheritance Factor 
"B iostatisticttl studies have throw n 
much light upon the factors th a t de­ 
term ine the span of life for the hu­ 
m an individual,” Doctor Baker con­ 
tinued. "T hrough longevity depends 
partly upon inherited constitution 
and partly upon environm ent, the 
evidence strongly favors the view 
th a t on the whole, factors of in ­ 
heritance are of greater im portance 
than environm ental factors. 
"O ur hum anitarian impulses com­ 
pel us to do all th a t we can to pro­ 
long the lives, not only of the strong 
but also of th e weak and the less fit, 
so th a t m any of th e latter who 
would otherwise have died early su r­ 
vive to the reproductive period and 
transm it th eir faulty germ plasm to 
their off-spring. 
Discase* "N ot Accidents" 
"It is no accident th a t arterioscle­ 
rosis, cancer, diabetes, mellitus, cere­ 
bellar ataxia, m aniac depressive psy­ 
chosis and dem entia praecox are es­ 
pecially prevalent in certain fam ­ 
ilies.” 
Discussing old age, Doctor Baker 
said the use of tobacco in reason­ 
able am ounts m ay be permissible, 
although 
patients 
developing 
a r­ 
terial diseases may do well to aban­ 
don it entirely. 
In countries where it is not pro­ 
hibited, Doctor Barker said, "a lit­ 
tle wine or beer, or an occasional 
cocktail or drink of whisky may bt1 
appreciated by older persons and be 
beneficial 
rattier 
th an 
harm ful, 
though excessive use should be dis­ 
couraged.” 
“Too Many Pessimistic’’ 
Too m any persons, Dr. Barker 
said, when they first become con­ 
scious th a t they are growing old, 
become pessim istic 
and complain 
th a t "life is over" for them. 
The 
older person, if wise, he said, will 
cultivate a philosophy based on the 
realities of life.

EXPECT FIERY 
SHOW NOV. 14 


Spectacular Display Of Leon id 
Meteors Expected If Con­ 
ditions Are Hight. 


By Robert H. Baker 
Urbana, 111. (AP),—November 14 
is a red letter day on the astrono­ 
mer’s calendar. 
On this date the 
earth passes near or across the orbit 
of the swarm of Leonid meteors. 
If the swarm is at the crossing 
point when the earth arrives, we 
shall plunge through it and collide 
with multitudes of these meteors. 
There are no traffic regulations at 
celestial intersections. 
The conse­ 
quence of such collisions would be a 
fine display of shooting stars. 
Moderate Shower Last Year 
It must be understood that astron­ 
omers are not definitely predicting 
a spectacular meteoric shower on 
this date. 
No one can say in ad ­ 
vance whether the earth shall en­ 
counter a congested region of the 
swarm or merely some of the strag­ 
glers. That remains to be seen. 
The Leonid swarm travels around 
the sun once in 33 years in an elon­ 
gated orbit. At intervals of 33 years 
the earth passes near or through 
this rallier long swarm for two 
three years in succession. 
Last 
year, in the middle of November, 
the earth collided with enough of it 
to produce a moderate shower of 
meteors. 
Leonid 
showers 
have 
occurred 
over more than a thousand years. A 
record of one of the early displays 
reports that “the stars fell like 
rain.” The meteoric showers in No­ 
vember, 1833 and 1866, were so bril­ 
liant 
that 
superstitious 
persons 
feared the world was about to end. 
Yet only a few meteors fell at the 
next encounter, in 1899 and 1900. 
Most Meteors Small 
Tile Leonids are so named be­ 
cause they seem to spread in all di­ 
rections from a region in the con­ 
stellation Leo. 
The bright streaks 
really are parallel. 
We notice the 
same effect in the case of the paral­ 
lel rails of a track; they seem to 
diverge from a point in the distance. 
Meteors are pieces of stone or 
metal

larger than the head of a common 
pin. 
When we collide with them, 
they plunge through the atmosphere 
with terrific sp*ed and usually are 
entirely consumed by the friction of 
the air. While they are being con­ 
sumed they leave bright streaks in 
the sky, which we call shooting 
stars. 
Some meteors are large enough to 
partly survive tho 
intense 
heat 
of their flight through the air, so 
that they fall to the ground. And a 
few of these meteorites are large 
indeed. For instance, there are two 
great masses of nickel-iron in Af­ 
rica, each weighing about 50 tons, 
which fell out of the sky. 
Thou­ 
sands of 
meteorites 
ranging 
in 
weight from many tons down to a 
few ounces are preserved in mu­ 
seums. 
These are exceptions. 
Probably 
not one in a million is large enough 
to reach the ground. There is noth­ 
ing to fear from the Leonid shower
